the flesh of swine, and there is hope 
that the man may live up to his highest 
aspirations. 
This is the doctrine that 


the Faithists are trying to enforce prac- 
tically iu their colony, but the result 
thus for has not been encouraging. The 
community is rent with jealousies and 
dissensions, which go far to show that a 
purely vegetable diet will not eliminate 
the minor passions, whatever effect it 
may have upon the great ones. 


The Philadelphia Times says: John 


Vf. Mnekay has more civic spirit than 
jony of his former partners. 
He is cred- 


ited also with more benevolence. Per- 
haps, on the whole, he could do no 
better than come to the Senatb himself. 
It is better to have u master m hand 
than a servant, and Mackay is a man of 
strong brain and trained in great affairs. 
All his friends assert him to be both a 
iust and squaie man, who could not be 
bought or corrupted. 
After all, why 


not John \V. Slackay as United States 
Senator fiom Nevada? He would not 
be a dumb Senator and would, in all 
probability, btir his very brilliant col- 
league, John P. Jones, to a more active 
display of his large mental power and 
oratorical ability. 


The new United States, judicial clis. 


trict of Southern California compiises 
about half the area of the State, and at 
the last census contained something 
more than one-ninth of the population. 
The 99,880 inhabitants it had then hiive 
at least'doubled since. The southern 
counties include some of the most pros- 
perous parts of California, and, what is 
more important in this connection, they 
are exceedingly enamored of litigation. 
If the water question should be carried 
into the United States Courts, the new 
•jndgo would have the first chance at it.

Hayes alone, of the Republican ex-Presi- 
dents who were nominated to the office, 
survives. To Elaine belongs the grue- 
some distinction of being the only de- 
feated candidate of either of the great 
parties for the past twenty-six years 
who is still in the flesh.

Statistics ot ibe Urnuil Army of the 


Republic. 


SAS FRANCISCO, August 4.—At the G. 


A. R. Encampment meeting this after- 
noon, the reading of tke annual report 
of Commander-in-Chief Bnrdette was 
the first business in order. He dwelt 
upon the fact that the Grand Army had 
journeyed, upon its peaceful mission, 
"from the manor house of the pilgiim 
State" to the further shore of the coun- 
try, and "hear with gladness the mubic 
of waves which sing our anthem where 
yesterday the starry flag was but a 
struugo device. It has been the lot of 
the Grand Army to compass the laud it 
helped to save. Our feet, whilst yet 
'shod with the lightnings of war,' knew 
by toilsome march the highways and 
byways of the South; our peaceful pro- 
gress had led by pleasant paths to tho 
easthern shore, the northern border, 
through the loyal center to the mount- 
ain slope, and now at length beside the 
'peaceful seas,' having seeu all of its 
greatness, whilst yet. our strength re- 
mains, with united voice wo salute agniu 
our dear conntty, aiul bless the God of 
the fathers that it was His good pleas- 
ure to privilege us to stand in the battle 
for its unity, and to preserve so many of 
us to be partakers of its glories." 


The report recites that on the 21st day 


of March, 1885, there were 38 depart- 
ments, 5,026 posts and 269,694 mem- 
bers. On March 31, 1880, the official 
returns showed 38 departments, 5,765 
posts, and a membership in good stand- 
ing of 5295,337. This is a net gain dur- 
ing the year of 739 posts and 25,643 
comrades. 


The account current of the Quarter- 


master General shows the balance of 
cash ou hand June 30, 1886, $23,H64 00. 
On June 30, 1885, it was $12,006 46, so 
that the net receipts o' the year were 
$11,857 63. 


In the annual report of the Adjutant 


GenerU, accompanying, it is shown that 
the sum expended during the year for 
charitable purposes was $166,259 87, 
but tho report of the Inspector General 
shows an expenditure under this head, 
or tho same period, by but 4,910 posts 
out of the 5,765 now in existence, of 
£205,673 90, and as remaining in the 
relief fund $301,012 76. 


Referring to the 
Woman's Relief 


Corps, the Commander-in-Chief says it 
ias already become the recognized nux- 
liary of the Grand Army of tho Ke- 
oublio. On the 31st of last March there 
were 828 corps, with 30,728 members. 
The charitable expenditures for Ihe 
•hree-quartera of the past year were 
$15,000. 


During the past year the Great Reaper 


jas gathered from the Grand Army field 
3,020 comrades. Among these are the 
seventh Commander-iu-Chief, Rev. Win. 
Earnshaw, and the immortal names of 
U. S. Grant, George B. MoCJellan and 
Winfield Scott Hancock have been add- 
ed to the list ot depaitecl heroes. 


The report ot Commander-in-Chief 


Bnrdette, of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, showed that 3,020 comrades had 
died during the year, and 25,643 joined. 
The cash balance ou hand was $300,000. 


It is probable that the President and 


several members of his Cabinet will at- 
tend the funeral of Tilden to-day.

Feltou will remain a day after the ad- 
journment, probably some time to-mor- 
row. 
Markham will pass a few days 


among his friends in Wisconsin, where 
his wife now is. Morrow will not start 
till Monday. 
Loutitt has been iu poor 


health for several weeks, and he will 
probably spend a few days at the son- 
shore before starting West. 
Senator 


Jones, of Nevada, will make a shortstop 
in New York, and then leave for home. 
Senators Dolph and Mitchell, ol Oregon, 
will pull out immediately.

The treason 
of Benedict Arnold was spoken of with 
profound and perpetual nbhorenca for 
one hundred years, because it was so 
cruel after all the sufferings and sacri- 
fices o£ his compatriots in the cause of 
innmu liberty. What, comparatively, 
was the impotent, individual and recov- 
erable treason of Benedict Arnold com- 
pared with the preconceived, premedi- 
tated and unprovoked and irremediable 
treason and crime by a band of conspir- 
ators coming out of the Senate of the 
United States, the House of Kepresenta- 
ives and the Supreme Court of the 
United States? Yes, and with the co- 
operative intimidation of Ibe Chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, that 
had just glorified itself and the couu- 
try.by immeasurable sacrifices for mere 
integrity of principle.

Nisw YORK, August 4.—A decree of 


the Suored tiibunal of the Holy Roman 
and Universal Inquisition, under the 
dute of May 19, 1880, now first made 
public, declares it illicit for Catholics to 
become ruembers of societies affiliated to 
;he beet of Freemasonry. By bo joining 
they fall under tho excommunication 
reserved to the Pope. The decree further 
inhibits the faithful from in anywise 
participating in or promoting the act of 
cremation, whether in leaving directions 
to that effect or in any other way. The 
Holy 
Father, in 
confirming 
and 


sanctioning this decision of the holy of- 
fice, hns ordained the communication of 
the same to the entire hierarchy of 
Christendom, in order that they may 
larnestly endeavor to deter the faithful 
from falling into the abominable abuse 
of cremating human beings. 


Iluyi-N Would not bn Interviewed. 


FBEMONT (Ohio), August 
G.—Last 


evening the editor of the Democratic 
Messenger requested an interview with 
ex-President Hayes, on the death of 
Mr. Tilden, but the request was refused. 
Later, Mr. Hayes addressed tho follow- 
ing to the editor:

Will Xevaiin fenaelM'tinli Litiul fro- 


nace Wheat Without Irrigation. 


3. F. Bulletin. 


In the Spring of 1883 the Land De- 


partment of the Central Pacific Railroad 
decided to make a faithful experiment 
of wheat growing upon tho average sage- 
brush land in the State of Nevada with- 
out irrigation. 
The laud selected for 


the experiment embraced four acres 
lying on a side-hill with a south-easterly 
exposure, above and away from all irri- 
gation ditches or from all artificial ap- 
plication of water whatsoever. 


Early in the Summer the land was 


plowed and permitted to lie fallow until 
October, 1883, when the ordinary quan- 
tity of seed was sown upon the land 
after a second plowing. 
The Spring of 


1884, during which period the water to 
mature this crop would be precipitated, 
was unusually backward, cold weather 
prevailing until Into in May. The crop 
was neither a success nor a total failure. 
The result of that year proved conclu- 
sively the capacity of the soil for the 
production of that cereal, but there was 
not a sufficient quantity in the yield to 
reward cultivation. 
At the ordinary 


period of harvest the crop was plowed 
under, so that early in 1883 tha first 
plowing was done; in the Autumn of 
the same year tho second plowing and 
seeding was done, and about the seed- 
ing time for Fall wheat in 1884 the 
wheat, instead of being harvested, was 
plowed under. 
From the sted thus 


buried in the earth the crop of 1885 was 
produced. It was a slight improvement 
over the crop of 1884, but affording uo 
greater encouragement of SUCCPSS with 
the arid sagebrush land than hail at- 
tended the experiment begun in 1883. 
What was grown in 1885 was horvestpd 
by the hogs, it being inclosed, wan pre- 
seived from the trespass of douiestiu 
animals, and the result ih a most grati- 
fying outcome of all the experiments 
which have been made. The ciop of 
1886 produced a stand of wheat u little 
over three f eft in height, yielding fully 
fifteen bushels to the acre. The grains 
of wheat produced are very pei feet, con- 
taining all the elements of good wueut, 
but are not large. They are, however, 
very soliJ. 
The straw is 
perfectly 


clean, entirely iree from all appearance 
of rust. 
In fact, in this regard the ap- 


pearance of the straw is very remark- 
able, being a bright golden color, while 
the heads themselves are wholly free 
from rust. Here, then, is a result of 
fifteen bushels to the acre upon the 
average sagebrush land of the State of 
Nevada, not the best nor the worst; but 
one thing remains to be noted, the 
wheat was grown in a southeast ex- 
posuro to the sun and upon a hillside. 
In this position the land" experimented 
upon had retained less of '.he annual 
precipitation of water than if it had been 
level. 


Thu experiment may then be con- 


sidered a perfectly fair test of the value 
of much of the ••iippbrn&h land, in the 
Slate of Nevada. Further cxpeinuents 
will be made, and it is now confidently 
believed that in the early future Nevada 
will take rank as one of the fii'st wheat- 
growing States in the Uuion.
